5 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall be

6 construed to apply only prospectively and may not be applied or interpreted to have
7 any effect on or application to any permit issued or renewed to construct or operate a
8 transfer gation before the effective date of this Act.

9 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
10 June 1, 2003.
